This attitude of the free silver men
i5 not only an Insurmonntable obstacle
to nuy legistation for the relief of the
treasury by this congress, bnt it is
likely to be also in the next congress,
I maintained antil that time. The ad-
voeates of the free and anlimited coin-
nge of silver in the senate of the next
congress will be more numerous than
in the senate at present. The vacancies
to be filled in that bhody will he ocen-
pied by men who are commitied to
this policy. They will therefore be in
a4 stronger position than now to die-
tate terms, The next house of repro-
sentatives, with its overwhelming re-
publican majority, freom which the conn-
try would reasonably expeet sound and
sufe finanecial legislation, will pot be
able to accomplish anything if the band
of free silver senators hold  together
In thelr determination to force their
poliey upon the country. And there is
every reason to apprehend that they
will hold together. They Dbelieve that
their opportunity Is at hand; that out
of the business distress and the diffi-
culties and cmbarrassiments of the na-
tlonal treasury they can achieve the
result for which they have been per-
sistently Iaboring, and thef are encour-
azed in this by the suggestions of com-
promise proceeding from sources hith-
orto hostile to them.

It I8 an extremely unfortunate and
perplexing situation. The worst pos-
sible construction . will be given it
abroad, to the increasing detriment of
our public and private eredit. Foreign
investors In Awerican securitles and
properties will see in it o surer and
stronger tendeney toward a silver basis
and will be more eager than ever to
withdraw capital from this country and
renlize on our securlties. _Q‘Iu- outflow
of gold will go on, with damaging ef-
fect upon finaneinl eonfidence at home,
Greater business depression will natur-
ally follow. The free sllver fanaticism

THE DISORIMINATING SUGAR DUTY.

By a vote of 230 to 31 the house of
representatives  on Tuesday  passed
the bill to repeal the duty of ope-
tenth of a cent on sugar imported from
countries which pay an export bounty
on sugar.  This result was expected,
thongh the majority for the bill was
larger than had been counted on. The
opposition fo repeal was based mainly
on two propositions—one that the elalm
of violating treaty obligation was ques-
tionable, and the other that there was
no evidence to show that onr meats had
been excluded by Germuny beecanuse of
this duty on her sugar. The German
government, In  protesting against the
diseriminating duty on the ground that
it violated our treaty with Prussia,
mdde out 4 case which was convincing
to the president and the secretary of
state, who officially acknowledged the
Justice of the protest, and this, If not
absolutely conclusive, ought to have

great welght, The subsequent action
in excluding our eattle and meats,

while taken on the grovnd that disease
had been discovered in them, was un-
doubtedly Inspired by the duty, It Is
true the German government has pever
admitted this to be the case, nor was
It necessary to do so when there wins
other suflivient ground for asking the
removal of the duty., Geant that (he
prohibltion against our cattle and wenis
was retulintory sud even Intended to
be coercive, we were none the less lion-
orubly bound w corvect our mistake
when it was shown that we had wade
one, Walving all consideration of the
question of self-Interest involved, and
this Is very hmportant as afecting the
welfure of the great cattle and ment
producing industry, the siimple fact that
this legislation vielated treaty rights is
enough to justify repeallog i, and it
seems that this consideration had great
Influence in determining the action of
the Louse.

It appears to be gquestionable whetlher
the bill will pass the senate. It will
b vigorously  opposed by the
Louisluun senators, as It was by the
representatives from  that  state, al-
though the duty I8 of very small conse-
quence in the protection It afords to
the Loulsinnn sugur interest. 1is prin-
clpal value Is to the sugar relining mo-
nopoly, which Is understood to have
instigated it. It will doubitless be an-
tagonized, alse, by those who inslst
that wo changes shall be made In the
existing tarvif law, as well as by senn-
tors who are bound to stand by the

AN ADMONITION FROM WYOMING,
Governor Richards of Wyaming has
sont g special message to the leglslatare
of that state urging a material redue-
tion in the salaries of all the appolntive
state officers,  Tle has taken this way
to show the people that he apprecintes
the financlal hardships which they have
utdergone and  ave  still undergoing,
While salavies in all private establish-
ments are suffering a severe shrink-
nge, bringing them down to the basis
of the reduced cost of living, he sees
no reason why the pany of state oflices
shoulil remunin vnehanged, Governor
Richardd in bhis message therelore rec-
ommends specifie reductions in the sala-
ries attaching to designatod offices vary.
ing in amounts from S500 down,  The
reports from the Wyoming capitol fur-
thermore Indieate that the legislature
is in complete accord with the governor
on this guestion and that the retrench-
ment recommended will be promptly ef-
fected by the enactinent of the neces-
sury legislation.

While this is golng on In Wyoming
the only measures affecting state offees
that are being econsidered by the Ne-
braska legislature are bills either in
creasing  existing salaries or creating
entirely new ones.  If all the bills ot
this kind that have been introdueed
into the two houses of the legislature
were to become lnw the number of
places on the state salary list would
bhe almost more than enough to go
round.  Yet, so far as the lmmediate
resources of the state treasnry are con-
cerned, the condition of the Nebraska
freasury could not be very much worse,
Some of the members are beginning
to understand the real situation and
the straitened eircumstances of  the
people, and the bills  for new state
ofiees will find little or no favor with
them, Nebraskn is hawdly at that
point where o gpoecinl message Yrom the
governor is required to urge the neces-
sity of cutting salaries, but the need
of going slow about ralsing old salaries
and ereating new ooes cannot be  too
strongly lmpressed upon the legisla-
ture.

A CHARITY BALL—WHY NOT?

The suggestion Is offered by one of
The Bee's subscribers that Omaha
shiould have a charity ball this winter.
In other cities the charity ball is the
annunl event in the best soclal cireles,
its recurrence being looked forward to
not. only by the needy, but also by the
leading devotees of fashionnble society.
Omaha has not had a charity ball upon
a seale commensurate with the soclal
stunding of her people for a number of
years, This has not been becnuse of
the objections usually raised against
such an undertaking, namely, that it
is putting on the cloak of charity to
cover the dissipations of the rich, but
beenuse no one has taken upon himself
the Initintive.

There will always De a  certaln
squeamish few who will object to- n
charity ball from a moral standpoint,
but the fact rewains that it Is o harm-
less deviee for helping a worthy eause,
and there is no good reason why
Omunha should not have one as well as
her sister ¢ities. We have in Omaha o
number of benevolent institutions that
are struggling hlong with menger re-
sources thant would be deserving bene-
ficinries of charily offerings We lhave
several halls which are snituble for the
purpose, amd musiciang and decorators
and caterers who would be glitd to con-

tribute their work at cost price, We
have also soclety leaders who are able
to undertake the mansgement of the

ball. and whe will do se If properly en-
cournged, The suggestion certainly de-
mumds serious and  enreful considepra-
tion, and I we are to have a charity
ball we ought to have It now while the
cills of the poor and  onfortunate
among us for vellef are s0 urgent.

Thus, fear i one of the mudn causes,
and this fear will not be digsipated untfl
we are on b sound basls, and no basis s
sound that does not provide for a redemp-
tion of all currency In the money of the
world—gold.
